With under 19,000km on the clock, it's trusty 40hp 
made the 7023' high trip to Jerome Jamboree VII by the 
Arizona Bus Club. 

Still in A-1 original condition, with a not often seen 
black original paint job, “Dracula” came complete with a 
converse mirror on the right side. It is a little tricky to 
drive with no rear window and not being able to see out 
of side window. 

The bus has a Hammered aluminum interior where 
the “recliners” are at rest - complete with drain hole. 

The cab is in near perfect shape with only a slight 
wear on the clutch cable. 

The spare tire has never been on the ground. 

A special thanks goes out to Michael Stienke and 
Michael Zierz for the honor of selling this “NEATO” bus 
to Melissa and I. 

The engine, although it is a 40 horse, is not original, 
but it is a Factory rebuilt! In one week I waxed and 
detailed “Dracula” twice. The dust of Jerome was 
removed quickly and he was again waxed & detailed. 

“Dracula”, even at under 20,000km is not perfect, 
but it is an original Single Cab at birth. In fact, there are 
no holes for a rear view mirror. Being European, 
“Dracula” still has the bullet turn signals, 4-way flasher 
& locking steering mechanism. 15" wheels with Dunlap 
snow tires all around keep a lot of rubber on the road. 

What was so great was that every light & switch 
worked perfectly. My only need was the elbow arm 
holding up the decklid.

Kombi at the Crossroads

Back in the Sixties, Bert Roan bought his 1959 
Kombi for deer hunting. It still helps him fill the freezer 
today, though things have changed a bit...but I am getting 
a little ahead of the story. 

I'd first seen the Kombi while bicycling along a 
wooded country road. It was an archetypal find, sitting 
among some scrub and vines, behind a metal-clad pole 
barn and a faded pink and white trailer. Out in front, a 
stocky man with dark gray hair was tending a small, 
smoky fire built inside an old truck rim. 

I left my bike by the road, walked back, and 
introduced myself. I offered pleasantries, and I told him 
I had an old VW bus and had noticed his. 

Summarily, he looked up. “It’s not for sale.” 

“Oh” I said, “I’m out here on vacation, nowhere 
near home. Got one kind of like it; | just wanted to take 
a look.” 

He poked at the fire a bit. “People don’t stop here 
often, but the only reason they do is 'cause of that bus. 
Years ago, a hippie parked his old VW bus on the road, 
and walked up the drive with a bag of tools on his 
shoulder. Told me he needed the generator. Didn’t ask, 
didn’t offer to pay, just said he needed it to get back 
home. I told him to go to Hell.” 

“Last year someone just helped themselves. 
Messed up the dashboard, took that VW thing off the 
front. Really made me mad, since when I drove it back 
and parked it there, everything was there and everything 
worked.” 

“So it was running when you parked it. When was 
that?” I asked. 

“Well, I bought it for deer hunting, that ground 
clearance and traction were great on the sandy two-track 
roads around here. But then the government started 
buying up all the hunting lands for the park. Closed all 
the trails, so I changed my plans. Musta been around 
1975 when I stopped driving it. 

“Lately, my wife’s health has been kind of poor; we 
only get up here weekends now, and not every one at 
that. We bought this place in 1950, still try to get here 
when we can. Since folks have been messing with that 
bus, I like to walk back and check on it each time I visit.” 

Straightening out of his crouch, he said, “Lets go 
have a look.” 

We walked around the back of the barn. My first 
good look was from the rear, and I saw round taillights 
and a rectangular rear window. Not ancient, but a 


respectable age. The body was the lovely Dove blue, but 
worried with lots of surface rust, especially on the roof. 
A long time ago, someone had made a quick job of 
repairing the rockers with galvanized sheet metal. “With 
all the problems your having, why don’t you take those 
taillights off and stop tempting people?” I asked. 

Bert did not want to talk about parts. He pointed up 
the hill to the right. “There are two deer runs there, one 
coming down each side, then they join up and pass us 
over there, twenty feet from the cargo door. On the other 
side, deer come into the pasture from the south, walk 
along the edge, and then move across in front of the bus. 
So there are three ‘natural deer runs on my property, and 
that’s why I parked it here. It’s right at the crossroads! 
Of course, they’ve been walking past the bus all year, 
and its only in late November when Im sitting out 
here....” he chuckled. 

He focused on the Kombi again, and opened up the 
engine lid. It looked like the proper 36 horsepower 
engine, # 2646017, with the cast-in generator stand and 
the funky squashed fuel pump. A six-volt battery to the 
right, daylight visible below it, held up only by the 
battery cables. To the left was an Eschbacher gasoline 
heater. 

I took a close look at the heater. He whispered 
conspiratorially, “That heater is what makes the whole 
thing work. I charge up a battery, put some fuel in the 
tank each fall, and I have my own heated deer blind!” 

“Tt still runs?” I asked, trying not to sound overly 
amazed. 

“Yeah, sure. The heater, anyway. | bring out a big 
pot of goulash, too, put it under the rear seat by the heat 
outlet, and that damn heater warms me up, inside and 
out!” 

At this point, he lifted the rear hatch. A mass of 
insulation, seeds, mouse dung, and other assorted detritus 
fell out. There was a strong aroma of musk and urine. 
The rest of the year the raccoons call it home, guessed 
Bert. I dont mind it much in hunting season the cold 
keeps the smell down. I looked beyond the 
accumulation. The radio cover plate looked pristine, and 
the dome light lens was intact and perfect. 

That was about all the good parts. 

Bert moved around to the passenger side, and 
showed me how he had carefully greased the hinges over 
the years. The cargo doors opened beautifully. 

Inside, a three-passenger middle seat faced the rear 
seat, and a small makeshift table sat between the two. 
The original VW Carat model. It was not as elegant, 
though, and the seat color was strange, a light yellow 


green.

Chapter 16 - Punch This! 


This column started out a couple 
of years ago, obstensibly a story of 
restoring my '67 Deluxe. I've covered 
research, body work, paint, locks, roof 
vent, interiors and headliners along the 
way. There are many subjects I 
haven't covered, mostly because I am 
neither expert nor experienced enough 
to bluff my way through. Actually, it 
comes down to this. My '67 Deluxe is 
done! It had the "coming out" in a 
parade in 1995 and recently was 
"shown" at VW-Fest in Crystal Lake, Illinois. 

I drive it to work daily (3 miles) and, because of my job, 
can park it as a Service Vehicle in many places all around the 
400-acre Northern Illinois University campus. In the 
architectural world I work in (construction and remodeling), it 
always seems like half the time you have gets you 90 percent 
through the project. Then it takes the same amount of time to 
finish the last 10 percent. Part of that last 10 percent is called 
Punch List. I'll forego the the long explanation. In a nutshell, 
it's when you say to the contractor: 

"Yeah, it's done, but what about that scratch? Oh, and 
that cover plate is crooked and this gap isn't even and you 
forgot two of those screws and we're still getting a leak over 
there." 

That's what gets this back to my bus. Driving it every 
day reminds me of all the little tasks yet to perform. I've 
taken to documenting my own Punch List. A small pad of 
paper in the dash tray has a list that grows and gets crossed 
off as time and money allow. 

When the sun is shining, I can push back the Golde 
sunroof and leave it open all day, but each time I do, I notice 
that I never installed six parts. On each end of the rear bow 
there is a small piece with a screw and finishing washer to 
hold the edge of the vinyl in place when the roof is opened. 
These pieces don't even show up in my Parts List illustration 
but I know I took them off and put them in a baggy. I added 
them to the list. When I close the roof, I see I still have a few 
puckers in the sunroof liner which can be fixed by stretching 
the liner on the bows and sewing the end of the sleeve shut. 
Add to the list. 

The bus recently provided transportation for an 
office lunch outing. We all fit comfortably, but the 
architects in the back, ever in punch mode, pointed out 
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that the last foot of beading wasn't tucked in the slot 
between the side and the roof. The list grows. 

Winter approaches those in the northern clime; you 
can see it in the changing colors and feel the Fall tug at 
the steering wheel. I've had my engine in and out several 
times this summer, but still haven't connected the heat. 
Don't think that because I drive a beautiful Deluxe I don't 
suffer with the rest of you. A broken heater cable, 
missing cable connectors, and the common "phantom 
tube" stood between me and some semblance of warmth. 
With a new cable and connectors cobbled from a donor 
heat exchanger, I overcame two obsticles this weekend. 

The stock heater cable (from chassis 20-117.902) 
comes with a bend almost in the center. The longer of 
the two cable ends goes to the right side. The manuals 
will tell you this, but none of them tell you why. | hate it 
when they do that. It's because cylinders | and 2 (on the 
right) are slightly in back of cylinders 3 and 4 (on the 
left). Therefore the right heat exchanger is farther from 
the heater knob. This is also the reason the right heat 
exchanger hangs up on the body when you're trying to 
install the engine. 

With cable and connectors in place, I covered two 
out of three. I still suffer from the phantom tube, long 
ago ravaged by rust. However anyone sitting in the rear 
seat has heat at their feet because the Microbus and 
Deluxe Microbus models have a rear heat duct fed by the 
left heat exchanger while heat from the right exchanger 
goes to the front. The rest of the Type 2 line has a "Y" 
connection which joins heat from both exchangers and 
thrusts it forward to warm your toes and defrost your 
windshield. Wishful thinking. 

Big item on the Punch List is replacing that tube. 


Only one aftermarket supplier (that I know of) offers a 
replacement tube. Most buses I've seen have dryer duct 
with duct tape holding it on. I plan something a little 
more substantial than that, wrapped with a layer of 
Armaflex insulation to retain what heat I can. The 
original VW Insulating Cover(s), in my opinion, 
insulated very little and covered up the rust they 
promoted in the first place! 

I can't be the only one left with the jagged remains 
of a center tube sticking out from both intermediate 
braces (front and rear). I have planned an assembly 
which attaches to those braces and provides a solid 
mounting place for both ends of a new tube. I have some 
connections with a local duct fabricator and hope to have 
it in place for a little cold weather travel. 

I've digressed from Punch List somewhat, but I just 
have to ask a question which has long puzzled me. With 
all the fresh air available from windows, the roof vent 
and the sunroof, why are my feet always hot when I drive 
my bus? Maybe it's just my feet. I'm going to think long 
and hard about a fresh air fan in my new custom duct 
design. 

I'm done digressing. Now I'll regress. A bus friend 
recently observed that the technica! stuff is OK, but he 
likes the more esoteric articles. A couple of years ago, 
people were clammering for more technical. Asa 
contributor, | walk a fine line. For a bit, I'll speak 
allegorically and satisfy neither. 

A weathered and talented wood carver stood 
rubbing oils into each crevice of a lovely hand-carved 
cathedral door he had obviously spent many weeks 
carving, sanding, staining, varnishing and rubbing. The 
joy of his work showed on his face and in his creation. 
As he wet his rag with linseed oil another time and found 
another spot to rub, two carpenters entered the shop and 
carried the door away to be installed. The young 
journeyman carver at the bench turned to the older 
craftsman and asked how he knew when the door was 
complete. The old man replied that it's never done, he 


just keeps working on it until they come and take it away. 


Any of you bus owners know the feeling?

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The Original This Old Bus

Chapter Thirteen: 
The End is in Sight!! 
And Now the Winner... 


If you member our last chapter, I had asked our 
readers to send in their guess as to how long it took me to 
find a NOS drivers side rear bumper guard. From the 
replies received the winner is, Dave Irwin, whose '66 
Westy is driven out of Manchester, Connecticut. The 
correct answer was 13 months and Dave will be sent a 
‘61 T2 Drivers Instruction manual for his trouble. Thanks 
to all those participating! 

The complete front and back bumper of a Type 2 
restoration can be a tough chapter in any restoration and 
mine were no exception. It appears that VW painted bus 
bumpers, in my opinion, seem to have been used for 
touchy-feely parking by most drivers and not treated with 
the same respect as if they had been chromed. I can only 
imagine how hard it is to find earlier bus bumpers in 
good restorable shape. 

Now being up out of the bus mainstream in the 
center of Canada, I had heard various stories on how the 
reproduction sets didn't fit right, look right, ete. Knowing 
NOS will fit all the time this is the route I decided to 
take. To start with I had a good front bumper w/front 
overrider and both rear overriders that had only surface 
rust. All four bumper guards had seen their share of 
bumping over the years and | eventually found all four 
plus a couple of spares over the last few years. 

The old rear bumper I had was dented and twisted 
somewhat. The cost of an NOS one let along finding it 
seemed a long term proposition at best . So checking 
with one of the members of my car club I found the name 
of a bumper rebuilder who had done VW bus bumpers in 
the past. After dropping the bumper off at this establish- 
ment and picking it up a week later, I can say I was 
impressed. It had been hot dipped for rust removal, 
straightened 100% and hit with primer. The price was 
around the $250 mark which as somebody told me would 
not even reach the minimum price of an NOS bumper. 
So before you throw away that dented and banged up 
bumper, check to see if it can be repaired! 

Now back to the interior completion of the Westy. 
The grey door panel issue was settled by going to an 
upholstery shop and viewing some 11 rolls of grey vinyl 
for color and texture. The vinyl chosen matches the 
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original roof panels perfectly in both color and finish. 
The fabric was cut to shape and contact cement gel used 
to fasten them to the masonite panels for both door and 
kick prepared in the last chapter. I also had in my stock 
pile a box of NOS chrome panel fasteners which finished 
this job nicely. 

While this was going on, my better half, Barb, was 
sewing up the upholstery for the interior. A departure 
from stock was made here with the choice of a finely 
checked silver blue flecks on a deep maroon velour style 
fabric. We wanted some comfort on our travels and 
thought this would fit the bill plus it is extremely attrac- 
tive with the richly finished birch. The original worn and 
sligthly tattered yellow vinyl upholstery was pulled apart 
for the patterns. As of this writing, all is complete except 
for the two front seats which will be done over the 
winter. The front rubber mat of the drivers compartment 
is blue which matches the carpet used in the passenger 
compartment. This came from my previous '66 Deluxe 
and looks a lot better than the stock black would in this 
project. The front grey mats under the front seats I reused 
as they are in not too bad a shape. The new repros of 
these are now tempting... 


Back to the Engine Room... 


With all the interior and bumpers coming together, 
it was now time to hook up the motor. The stock 1600cce 
dual port, if you recall from one of the first couple of 
chapters, was put together about 13 years ago for my '66 
Deluxe project. It features all new bearings, crank, 
pistons and cylinders The rods were rebuilt as well as the 
mildly ported heads and a new Engle 110 cam was 
chosen to run the valvetrain. The carb decided on was a 
34 PICT-3 w/ stock dual port manifold. A German 009 
combination w/Bosch Blue Coil was also used and would 
need to be dialed in with the carb. The generator was 
replaced with an alternator because of the halogen 
headlights and the updated power source it would pro- 
vide. 

After the motor was together an Oberg filter/w HD 
oil pump was decided on and the block was taken to a 
machinist for the delicate operation of opening the oil 
galley and notching the pump body to clear the cam. 
This job was done well as their is no evidence of shav- 
ings in the block whatsoever. 

The exhaust system is a dual quiet pack as I wanted 
the breathing this would provide the engine as well as the 
slightly lower running engine temperature. While I was 
living in Beausejour, Manitoba I was working a non- 
client on a business deal when we discovered we had 
some common ground. This fellow ran a powder coating 
and exhaust finishing business for the high performance 


snowmobile market, and of course one thing led to 
another. Well, I did not get the business deal a that time , 
but I got a new friend and for a cheap price I got the 
exhaust/muffler sandblasted plus ceramic coated in dark 
metallic grey. This coating does not discolor with heat 
and will prevent rust for a bit longer than if left alone. 
And does it look good!! 


Safety First... 


All the engine tin had been cleaned and repainted 
w/ semi gloss black prior to reassembly. New engine 
sheet metal screws were used and everything reas- 
sembled. Before the motor was put in the clutch cable 
and accelerator cable were removed and regreased. I also 
was in the process of putting in a new clutch release 
bearing when the idea of a new clutch spring for the 
bearing arm crossed my mind. Taking a shiny new spring 
from my parts box I was reassembling this by using a 
screwdriver to carefully pull the spring over the arm 
when the screwdriver slipped ,and pushed by the spring, 
came back at me. I was lucky.............. the end of the 
screwdriver just nicked me above the lip and left a cut 
requiring two stitches. The scar is slight, but as you can 
imagine it could have been a lot worse. I wasn't thinking 
safety when I did this and it is something we should 
always should be aware of when working on our projects. 
The reason I found afterwards why this happened was 
that the spring was for a later model and I was trying to 
bend it about 20 degrees further than it was meant. 

Another medical tip here that I didn't know was that 
spreading of Vitamin E oil on cuts such as these when 
they are healing takes the red out of the scar and it does 
work!! 

A new clutch assembly, an oil change for the 
transaxle, new axle boots and the motor was ready to go 
in. A new rubber seal was also obtained and installed to 
seal the engine to body. The motor went in and bolted 
right up. A new 12V Interstate battery was purchased and 
a universal battery tray bottom was bolted carefully to 
the new battery tray panel we had installed earlier in our 
project. The hold down J-bolts and upper battery hold 
down piece keep the battery tightly in place so that no 
movement is evident. 

The Oberg filter | was going to run on the left side 
of the bus frame was just too low for comfort. As I lay 
under the vehicle, the obvious choice was the left side 
corner of the bus. Holes drilled and bolts fastened bring 
the filter up into this space which is protected by the 
wheel well. back corner and frame. A small bottom 
portion of the filter catches some air for cooling and it is 
as if the bus was designed for this add-on. 


Where’s the Juice... 


Before the motor could be fired up, one small 
matter needed to be dealt with and that was the recon- 
necting of the whole wiring system as well as running 
some new wires for my tach, oil pressure and tempera- 
ture gauges. The new wires for these gauges were run 
from front to back and placed in plastic tubing which 
was attached to the inside frame rail alongside the "old" 
wiring harness. One extra accessory I did add was an 
English flexible metal coil style map reading light from 
the '60s under the passenger side dash which required 
new wiring as well. 

The wiring system had all broken connectors 
replaced earlier and had been re-installed. I did not label 
any of the wires, although a masking tape with number 
system mentioned by NEATO's Mr. Bryant of Typing 2 
Ink, would have worked quicker in hindsight. I spent 
about seven week nights hooking everything back up 
with my original wiring chart. Actually this was fun and 
I now know a lot more about VW bus wiring than when I 
started. The one problem I did have was the '67 flasher 
relay box. I have 6 of these in stock and it took till 
number four to get the flashers and turn signals to work 
properly. I talked to my friend and bus resource person, 
Robert Wharton, about this. Theory is that these boxes 
whether they are NOS or used collect moisture internally 
over time and this may keep them from working as they 
should. Also the wiring of European taillites which I had 
bought in Seattle many years ago was part of this prob- 
lem at first,or so I thought, but I did follow the wiring ! 


After a couple of wiring corrections everything was 
ready to start the engine ....... which of course is the next 
chapter of this saga. So stay tuned......and we'll take a 
ride around the block next time.

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Night of the ‘54 Barndoor

The ad appeared on the list around 7pm. The poster, 
thousands of miles from me but linked in the spirit of the 
bus hunt had found a fresh ad on some obscure corner of 
the net that simply read "54 Barn door Volkswagen van 
for sale, $750 OBO". The biggest shock of all was the 
phone number was in my area code. But there I was again, 
logging on over an hour after a super deal was posted to 
the bus hungry masses. Feeling that I had lost it already 
my heart sank, yet I optimistically began to dial. I should 
make it clear that I'm really not like those other bus fanatics 
on the list. No, I have self control--one bus is good enough 
for this listee. But as I always say, there's no harm in 
looking, and my intentions are unselfish: after all, I'd 
potentially be "saving" a bus. Who knows what kind of 
horrific customized fate lay ahead of the poor old bus 
should it not reach my loving arms? I quickly canceled 
my date for the evening and stationed myself by the phone 
in the bedroom, dialing and redialing the number in the 
ad that remained unanswered. Hours passed and my 
eyelids grew heavy as I lay slumped over the phone, a 
pathetic figure: head resting precariously in a half eaten 
bag of Cheetos. By now it was past 2am and with little 
remaining strength and hope I knocked the phone off the 
reciever and managed to target the redial button. The 
ringing stopped and after an eternity of silence, a soft voice 
answered the call. I perked up and babbled something 
slightly incoherent about a bus for sale. 

"Oh yes, the bus" a pleasant male voice replied, 
"it's still for sale." I leapt off the Cheetos, sending 
cheese dust across the wrinkles in the bedsheets. 

"Can I see it now?" I shot out impetuously. My 
mouth awoke before my brain. I lost the cool edge that 
a savvy buyer should have. Something about buses and 
my negotiating wits turn to jelly. Before I could 
recover, I heard the man's good natured laugh and a 
"sure, you must love vintage, original VWs" on the 
other end of the phone. A subsequent exchange of 
pleasantries revealed that the seller, Bernard, had just 
completed the seminary and was selling the bus (that 
had belonged to his late father) before leaving for 
missionary work in South America. "My father loved 
that vehicle and had all sorts of gadgets for it," said 
Bernard. After a pause he added in a seemingly caustic 
tone, "He liked to keep everything original." Resuming 
in a pleasant voice he continued, "but it is afterall just a 
material object and I estimate its fair worth value as 
transportation and all the miscellaneous items to be 
about $750, but I'm willing to negotiate." 
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Fortunately, a full moon burned brightly 
that evening, lighting the path to my prize. 


My mouth grew dry and my palms began to sweat. 
I felt deep within that Bernard was sincere about this 
bus and for once, I was the lucky first caller on a great 
bargain! Bernard was still talking as I drifted out of my 
reverie, he was saying something about how he was 
looking forward to the challenge of his missionary 
work. 

"Yes, you're right, it's the use value of the bus that 
counts." I said automatically. I was a bit off topic at 
this point in the conversation but Bernard was 
forgiving. 

"You say you'd like to see the bus tonight? Well, 
I'm a bit of a night owl these days, I suppose I could 
meet you out at the farm." We calculated that we could 
meet where the bus was by 4am. It was a rural area and 
I knew the route vaguely but never noticed the farm off 
the road where Bernard described. The tools were 
already packed in my '71 and I happened to have an 
appropriate towbar handy (just in case I ever had to help 
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another buser in need). 

I reasoned the scenario was perfect: Bernard 
would leave to meet me and would therefore miss any 
subsequent inquiries by persistent bus seekers. I was 
somewhat confident that Bernard wouldn't sell the bus 
out from under me, but who knows what manner of 
wily character might persuade him to break our 
agreement. Yes, I prefered the advantage I possessed. 

The only route that lead to the small town where 
the bus was sheltered was unlit and narrow. Fortunately 
a full moon burned brightly that evening, lighting the 
path to my prize. I turned into the narrow dirt drive just 
at 4am and my generator light then began to glow. 
Well, at least I'd made my appointment. Getting back 
might be a challenge though, and at this point I began to 
realize my intention of making it to work by 8am may 
have been too optimistic. 

The path grew narrower and steeper as I forced the 
bus past the overgrown brush on its edges. As I made 
the final ascent the moon shined brighter than ever 
directly into the large window of my '71 bus, lighting 
my face. I crested the hill and the farm yard lay before 
me, my headlights illuminating the scene as best as my 
failing generator would allow. The buildings were 
ragged. I slowly navigated around the debris and old 
farm equipment that littered my path. It was then I 
noticed the shining black Cadillac hearse parked before 
an old barn. A man, darkly clothed, stood alongside the 
car. He was looking toward the ground, but raised his 
head slowly into the direct glare of my lights. At first it 
seemed his face was a blank sheet, but as I blinked in 
disbelief I began to discern thin features and the hint of 
smile. I stopped the bus fifty feet from him and sat 
there idling for awhile. This was not my mental image 
of Bernard and for the first time that evening amidst the 
clamor of my expectations I grew cold and felt 
suddenly vulnerable. As the man walked in my 
direction I reached for the shifter and at just that 
moment the '71's engine stammered and died. I quickly 
turned the key but the engine refused to turn over. By 
then the man had reached the side of the bus and I felt 
his stare on the side of my face as he peered into my 
open window. 

"Ron I presume?" It was Bernard's voice. I turned 
slowly and fixed on his pale face. His features were 
somewhat grim and he seemed years beyond the 
twenty-something year old I had envisioned. He wore a 
brownish sport jacket over a darker outfit and his body 
seemed to blend into the night. 

"A hearse?" were the first words that came from 
my ill-prepared lips. I tried not to sound afraid, but the 
atmosphere was overpowering. 


"It's practical transportation for me, | find it very 
useful" was his response. 

"So, the bus is in there?" I said, pointing at the 
barn. 

"Yes, shall we?" With that Bernard opened my 
door and I crept out onto the desolate landscape. 

My mode of enthusiastic anticipation for the old 
bus had turned to a dark foreboding. We walked slowly 
toward the barn then Bernard stopped abruptly, jolting 
my already heightened senses. "Why don't you take 
this flashlight and have a look at the van, I'll join you 
shortly--I left some paperwork in my glovebox that you 
might be interested in seeing." 

I took the light and aimed it toward the slightly 
open door of the barn. The flashlight caught something 
bright and it reflected back at me. For a moment I 
forgot Bernard as I realized it was the bright paintwork 
on the familiar shape of a barn door bus. I approached 
quickly and entered the structure and shined the light 
directly on the bus. Incredible! A quick glance above 
the split windows to see the ventless roofline confirmed 
that I shared the same space with a true barn door bus 
that had somehow been hidden from the ravages of 
time. It was a delivery model and had the special order 
rear hatch without glass. I dropped to my knees and felt 
the rocker panels as I ran the flashlight along its side. 
Perfect! And the crossmembers I examined as I stooped 
lower and ducked my head below the chassis were 
pristine. 

At that point all I remember hearing was the sound 
of dry hay break behind me and something whistling 
through the air. Before I could turn I felt a sharp pain 
on the back of my head, I dropped the light and all grew 
dark and silent. 

As I lapsed in and out of consciousness I 
perceived what sounded like rain on a roof. When I 
next opened my eyes it was still dark. But I was no 
longer on the ground--I felt the coldness of steel against 
my cheek. I groped in the darkness with one hand and 
attempted to raise myself with the other. I kicked 
something with my knee and reaching for it, 
discovering the flashlight. Clicking it on, | saw I was 
within the '54. 

Despite my confusion I couldn't help but marvel at 
the perfection of the interior. The paint was 
immaculate. As I scanned the interior something 
strange above my head caught my eye. I pointed the 
light upwards. The roof was caved inward--strange for 
such an otherwise perfect bus. I raised myself and 
stumbled toward the cab section. What I thought was a 
fiberboard partition was actually a steel panel welded to

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block the cargo area from the front. I studied the paint 
and welds. It appeared to be a factory job, but I 
couldn't recall that option. I whimsically wished amidst 
my distress that I had my M-codes book with me now 
so I could verify this oddity. Then reality set in. I was 
trapped in this '54 Barn door and like most car sellers, 
Bernard was not the good fellow he seemed on the 
phone. 

In a panic I rushed at the cargo doors. They 
seemed to give slightly but felt blocked from the 
outside. I made a second run at the doors and this time 
they gave a bit more, but I fell to the floor from the 
effort and dropped the light. On the cargo floor near 
the door line, dark soil had sifted into the bus between 
the now damaged doors. I stared at the soil and with 
my body trembling, for the first time touched the dented 
roof. I could not push the dent out, there was weight 
behind it. I fell back against the cargo floor with the 
realization flooding my brain: Bernard had buried me 
alive in this bus. 

Fighting off the overwhelming sense of my 
impending death, I examined every inch of the interior 
to judge for weakness. I resolved to concentrate my 
energy, and my remaining oxygen, to the task of 
kicking near the cargo door hinges. There was no rust 
in the panels to make this effort easier. I had to destroy 
this bus to save myself. At first every blow felt like 
sacrilege, despite the circumstances. After awhile a 
certain catharsis ensued: as I continued kicking at the 
metal I watched the perfect cargo door transmute from 
its original perfection to dented, scarred sheet metal. 
The dirt that fell loose on all sides of the doors was 
etching into the factory paint. This bus that had cheated 
the elements for over forty years was rapidly bowing to 
wear. I braced my body and kicked frantically at the 
doors for what seemed like hours but I was making 
progress even as light-headedness set in. 

Just as the door finally gave, with my last kick I 
managed to break my right ankle. I had access now to 
the packed wall of earth that lay behind the one broken 
door, but I did not know how deep I was buried or if I 
had the strength to dig out from my grave. Pulling the 
one broken door inward, soil broke free and rushed in. 
I fell back and again felt the excruciating pain from my 
ankle, which had been caught in the tumult. My face 
twitched from the pain. I was covered in sweat and had 
been working in the dark since approximately an hour 
before when the flashlight had broken. I was a blind, 
wounded maggot now, filling the cargo interior with 
armfulls of richly fertilized soil, digging upward and 
balancing in the chaos on my one good leg. 

The interior was soon shoulder high in dirt but the 
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tunnel to freedom seemed unending. My nostrils were 
plugged with filth so I no longer perceived the earth's 
stench, but with wet breaths I sucked soil onto my 
palate. Approximately ten feet above the roofline of the 
van, with one ankle completely numb and body 
quaking, I finally poked my fist through to the airy 
suface. I jostled upward and rolled my body onto a 
field with the autumn sun sinking below the horizon. 

I don't know how long I lay there but when I was 
able to sense more around me I realized my '71 van was 
parked nearby. I dragged myself toward it, opened the 
unlocked driver side door and pulled myself inside. I 
flinched as I looked back to the cargo area at the 
familiar steel interior--despite the windows on this bus 
it now felt too much like a crypt. I turned the ignition 
key and the engine came to life. I drove haphazardly 
across the field, double clutching as one useless leg lay 
still. I found my way back to the main road and 
managed to reach a hospital in the next town before 
collapsing at the wheel by the emergency entrance. 

A police investigation revealed the number from 
the ad was from a pay phone. I was questioned 
numerous times about why I was out there at 4am. 
They didn't understand how a forty-three year old van 
could lure me out to an abandoned farm late at night. I 
can no longer explain it either. 

They found the '54 as I had described, buried in 
the field. When they pulled the '54 from the ground 
with a crane in the daylight it looked nothing like it had 
the night I first saw it. It was covered with rust and 
dents. The once fresh paint was badly oxidized, almost 
as if it had been buried for years. A subsequent 
excavation of the field revealed dozens of vintage cars: 
Dusenbergs, Packards, Pierce Arrows--each with a 
human remains inside. Strangely most of the bodies 
were sitting upright at the wheel. The causes of death 
were presumed to be asphyxiation--as if the occupants 
did not want to damage the vehicles to make their 
escape and settled for an eternity at the wheel. 

Since that night I considered selling or junking my 
'71 many times. I never thought I'd camp in it again. 
Some time passed and I realized that Volkswagen was 
in my blood and I had to find a way around the fear that 
baleful evening had cursed upon me. | decided to 
modify the '71 considerably: I've installed remote 
controlled exploding pins on all the door hinges and 
even cut a few emergency escape hatches in the floor 
and bodywork, not to mention hidden compartments for 
weapons and tools. I can now sleep in the van, but the 
nightmares persist. My vintage friends think I'm crazy- 
-the bus was perfectly original before my modifications. 
But I've seen enough originality to last a lifetime. }
